1.  The  Preparatory,  of  three  years,  in  which  instruction  is  imparted  in  the 
Elements  of  the  English,  Swedish,  Latin,  and  German  languages,  17.  S.  and  Swedish 
History,  Ancient  and  Modern  Geography,  Natural  History  and  Philosophy,  Arith- 
metic, Book-Keeping,  and  Vocal  Music.     The  subjects  of  this  department  are  arranged 

I  so  as  to  afford  good  opportunities  to  those,  who  wish  to  pursue  studies  for  practical 
life,  or  for  teaching  in  parochial  or  public  schools,  as  well  as  for  admission  into  the 
College. 

2.  The  Collegiate  course,  of  four  years,  offers  superior  advantages  for  the 
thorough  study  of  the  Ancient  Classics,  General  and  Swedish  History,  Mathematics. 
Natural  and  Mental  Philosophy,  English,  Swedish  and  German  Languages  and 
Literature. 

Instruction  in  Christianity  is  imparted  in  both  of  the  above  courses. 

3.  The  Theological  course,  of  two  years  (at  present),  embraces  all  the  theoretical 
and  practical  subjects,  necessary  to  a  proper  preparation  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  o1 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Terms  and  Vacations.— The  present  term  will  close  June  10th,  and  the  next 
scholastic  year  will  begin  at  9  o'clock,  a.  m.,  Sept.  1st  1880.
